Dn. Monnison is. ever a bold 
critic, and to his candid exposare 
of China’s shortcomings, coupled 
with, an. unswerving pelief in the 
ultimate destiny of the country, 
must be attributed in part bis 
dominant position as an authority 
in Fgr Eastern affgirs. In his rare 
appearances in public as a speaker, 
ho contrives invariably to say some- 
thing that arrests attention, and a 
fall report will, doubtless, prove 
that his speech at a dinner of the 
Authors’ Club on Tuesday was no 
exaeption to this rale. The tele- 
graphic sumedfary confines itself to 
two main featarcs of the speech, 
the reiteration of the speaker's be- 
lief in China’s vitality and criticism 
of British policy in rogard to, the 
extension of Chinese :railways west- 
ward of the Ling River.

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NAVAL SUPREMACY. 
October 8. 


Faxsa impetus has been given to 
tho straggle for naval supremacy 
by recent successful experiments 
with big guns, torpedoes and motor- 
driven machinery. In August it 
was unofficially announced that the 
British Admiralty was building a 
motor-driven battleship that would 
render obsolete all Dreadnoughts. 
This statement naturally created 
some uneasiness owing to the belief 
that fresh demands for new 
Dreadnoughis could not be made, if 
there existed the danger of destroyers 
tarning them into so much scrap 
iron. News was then forthcoming 
that the German Admiralty was 
constructing amotor- driven monitor 
that would be able to combat 

+ Dreadnonghts. This destroyer, it 


is stated by the ‘ J orwirts,” 
will be capable of moving with 
great speed and will be 
equipped with two  sixteen-inch 


gans, throwing shells that will 
pierce Dreadnought armour. To 
counteract the heavy fire that such 
a vessel would draw, it is necessary 
to use armonr plating of immense 
thickness and impervious to twelve- 
inch gun shells. While theso vessels 
are being laid down, the oil-barning 
destroyer Paulding of the American 
Navy has attained a speed averaging 
32.8 knots during « four hours’ 
trial under perfect conditions, thus 
almost equalling the designed speed 
of the British destroyers of the 
Tribal class. Records in the con- 
struction of men-of-war have also 
been established recently by the 
Inanching of tho battleship-craiser 
Lion at Devonport, and of the 
battleship Orion at Portsmouth. 
H.M.S. Lion 
the speed of a liner, and with the 
launching of this ironclad another 
stags was reached in the race for 
concentrated power. The speed of 
the Lion, it is anticipated, will be 
thirty knots, or two knots above 
her contract speed, and she is fitted 
with the new 13.5 in. gun. H.M.S, 
Orion marks an increase in displace- 
ment over any vessel of the purely 
battleship type hitherto constructed 
in England. She will also carry 
the 13.5in. weapon; in fact every 
vessel of the armoured type now on 
the slips in Great Britain will be 
provided with this powerful gun. 
‘The torpedo of the Orion, the twenty- 
one-inch weapon, is claimed to be 
the most ccurate and deadly 
torpedo’ extant. To add to these 
achievements comes the news that 
the new cruiser Bristol has exceeded 
all records, except those of torpedo- 
boats. Fitted with impulse turbines, 
she attained a speed of twenty-seven

Whither will all this armament 
lead? Lord Rosebery, speaking at 
the Press Conference in London 
last year, said, “All forebodes 
peace. . . yet there never was in the 
history of the world so threatening 
and 80 overpewering @ preparation 
for war.” These words are more 
true to-day than they were a year 

0. One may, therefore, well 
How long a this internation 
armament to continue ? If peace is 
the desired goal, why is not a more 
earnest effort made to bring about 
an agreement to limit armaments ? 








Clearly no Power will allow itself 
to lag in the race for supremacy on 
the sea, until it reaches the utmost 
limit of its financial resources, 
Each Government has a duty to 
perform, and any proposaal to 
decrease expenditure on its navy is 
immediately condemned, the rate of 
building by other countries being 
cited as sufficient reason for in- 
creased, rather than decreased, 
expenditare. Particularly is this 
trae of Great Britain, where 
the maintenance of the two- 
Power standard is called for by the 
nation. At the present moment 
the British Navy League is agitat- 
ing for a great loan to secure a nav: 
that rises above this standard. 
This call for new vessels is supported 
by Admiral Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, who Inst week declared in 
open letters to the Premier that 
the safety of the Empire demanded 
immediate provision for laying 
down seven Dreadnoughts in addi- 
tion to the five to be laid down 
next year. He insisted upon the 
necessity for a powerful fleet 
in the Mediterranean and a strong 
adron in the Far East, to 
ford adequate protection of Bri. 
tish interests in the Dominions 
‘and in Indis, and asserted that the’ 
trade routes were almost wholly 
unguarded. Such dangers as those 
indicated, and the necessity for a 
mach larger and more efficient 











navy, arise solely from the general 
competition in armaments that has 
been set up Europe. Great Britain 
has already shown her willingness 
to come to an arrangement, but the 
overtares that she made met wi 
no practical response and the nation 
now demands that her supremacy 
be assured. 

A question that cannot be over- 
looked in Great Britain by those 
who desire the overwhelming 
supremacy of the British Navy at 
all costs, is that of personnel and pro-

In this con 
nexion and in regard to the advent 
of monitors, it may be inferred that 
the statement that the latest vessels 
will render obsolete the earlier 
Dreadnought is an exaggeration. 
‘Twenty years ago it was argued 
that owing to the introduction of 
the torpedo, the Nile and the 
‘Trafalgar would be the last battle- 
hips to be built for the British 
fleet. But more battleships have 
been built since than ever before. 
‘Then the submarine was to banish 
all armoured ships from the seas, 
but expenditure on this class of 
ship bas been increased, The 
Dreadnought not rendered 








other battleships obsolete, although 
it has caused them to decrease in 
fighting value and has enhanced 
the importance of speed. Similarly 
tho building of the now motor- 
driven ships, if successful, will not 








noughts of all Powers. But we 
may look forward to the time when 
wo shall have battleships without 
boilers and without funnels, with the 
whole deck space left free for an in- 
creased number of guns, and prac- 
tically without stokers ; vessels with- 
ont beauty, but the embodiment of 
power, moving noiselessly and with- 
out revealing their presence until 
their guns come within rango of 
the enemy. Whether the small 
and comparatively inexpensive 
‘vessels now in the experimental 
stage will prove to be very effective 
destroyers, capable of disposing of 
the present-day giants and thus 
check the building of them, time 
tlone will ahow. ‘Meanwhile it is 
‘a matter for regret that civilized 
nations continue to compel each 
other to arm for war at such 
enormous expenditure in order to 
Secure peace. 











THE REVOLUTION 


IN PORTUGAL. 
October 10, 

Faom the telegrams that have 
now reached us, it is possible to 
reconstruct the story of events that 
attended the declaration of a re- 
public in ,Portagal, and to form 
some idea of the present position 
in the country. In regard to the 
steps previously taken by the re- 
volutionary party to win over the 
provinces our messages are still 
silent, but it is evident that the 
Republicans directed most of their 
attention to the capital. There the 
standard of revolution was raised 
at half past one o'clock in the 
morning of Tuesday, October 4, the 
preconcerted signal being the firing 
of twenty-one guns. Whatever were 
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the forces of the Republicans, they 
had been carefully organized, for 


they were able to cope with the basty | 


mobilization of the Lisbon police. 
‘The use of bombs would imply that, 
during the hours of darkness civi- 
lians were relied upon almost as 
much as the services. Probably 
the navy bad been won over, while 
less headway had been made with 
tho army; for it was the former 
that would seem to have been charg- 
ed with the work of bombardment. 
With daylight the Royalists would 
be in a better position to hold their’ 
own ; the Government can hardly 
have been prepared for the out- 
break on that night, and the dark- 
ness would impede all movements 
that had not been carefally planned 
beforehand, Fighting must have 
continued during the greater part 
of Tuesday and there is no reason 
to suppose that the real loyalists did 
not acquit themselves well. ‘Troops 
Srrived from outside the capital, 
but against the confidence of the 
Republicans their loyalty wavered, 
and we are told that even a regi- 
ment of artillery that bad come 
determined to fight for King 
Manoel was intimidated by the 
assurance of the populace and ceased 
to fire. Meanwhile the street fight- 
ing cannot have been altogether 
one-sided. An Admiral at one 
moment during the day so far mis- 
calculated the issue of the revolu- 
tion to which he had pledged 
himself that he committed suicide. 
The Dake of Oporto, uncle of King 
Manoel, actually took part in the 
fighting and was ultimately made 
prisoner. Moreover, as it wa 
necessary to bombard the Palace. 
presumably the royal residence out- 
the city of Lisbon—it may be 
inferred tbat the operations of the 
Royalists proved successful in driv- 
ing back the attack in this qa rter. 
‘The Republic was proclaimed in Lis- 
bon Town Hall during Tuesday ; bat 
King Manoel still remained in the 
Palace, Finally, when further 
resistance was uselcss, he left the 
building at midnight on Tuesday, 
and his departare was probably the 
signal for the cessation of resistance 
to the new order. On Wednesday 
the flags of the Republic dominated 
the town and were formally saluted 
by salvoes from the men-of-war in 
harbour, 

‘There can be no doubt that the 
new Republic, if it succeeds in 
holding its own, will have done 
much towards disarming foreign 
criticism by not laying hands upon 
the persons of the Royal Family. 
According to the official account of 
the revolution the King’s uncle 
was taken pri-oner, but was at once 
allowed to leave the country with 
his relatives on the royal yacht.

oxi for the benefit of the 
politicians. To popularize the new 
order the Republican Government 
promises at once the development 
of nati education 
decentralization of government, 
‘ith a view, evidently, to let the 
provinces understand that in fature 
they will not be exploited for 
political purposes in Lisbon. A 
national assembly will be convened, 
and to this will be submitted the 
terms of the constitution of the 
Republic. 

To the destiny of the young 
King Manoel it is impossible to be 
wholly indifferent. For the moment, 
however, his futare can only be a 

ter for speculation, although it 
ill be hoped that his country, if 
it has no further need for his’ 
services, will see that he is suffered 
to live at least in peace and with 
honour. In regard to the new 
Portugal’s foreign relations, the 
apparent success of the republican 
movement has simplified the diplo- 
matic position. However uneasily 
the Spanish Government may watch 
the course of events over the border, 
ig Powers must adopt 
titude to the Republic 
as they did to monarchical Portugal. 
The ‘unanimity, therefore, with 
which the German Press indulges

It was known 
that King Manoel hud received a 
cordial invitation to go to Berlin in 
November, in connexion with his 
first state visit after his accession, 
and it would appear that in certain 
quarters there had been some talk 
‘of a possible alliance between the 
Houses of Braganza and Hohen- 
zollern. In view of the fact that 
King Manoel was the only eligible 
ruler in Europe, his marriage with 
the only daughter of the German 
Emperor might well be regarded 
on both sides as an eminently 
satisfactory union. But when the 
news of the fateful Fourth of 
October reached Berlin, even before 
the personal safety of the unhappy 
King of Portayal had been assured, 
the German official Press Agency 
hastens to inform the world that 
there was absolutely no foundation 
for the rumours of an impending 
marriage between King Manosl 
and Prinoess Luise. On the top of 
this brotal gaucherie the German 
Press with an unanimity which can 
only be accounted for by a mot 
d’ordre proceeds to discass the 
future of the Portuguese colonies. 
While one journal ingenuously 
advocates a partition of these 
colonies between Great Britain and 
Germany, others credit the ‘“friend- 
ly nation” with wholesale desigos 
on all Portugal’s possessions o 
seas, and by one organ at least the 
revolution is attributed entirely to 
‘itain’s “ Machiavellian ” 
ions. In all the 
stances it would be ungracious to 
grudge the obedient German Press 
its Incubrations on this subject, 
although the incident is instructive 
in its bearing opon Anglo-German 
relations. 





























CONSTITUTIONAL 
PROGRESS, 
October 11. 


‘Tax National Assembly in Pekiog 
—for tbat term would appear to be 

more correct designation for the 
Tzu Chéng Yuan, inasmuch as 
modern usage reserves the word 
Senate for the upper Honse of a 
bicameral system—has lost no time 
in setting to work after the open- 
ing ceremony of October 3. At 
the outset it was confronted with a 
formidable ageida emanating from 
the Government, whichincladedsach 
measares as insurance and trans- 
portation regulations, Press laws, 
local education, industrial develop- 
ment in Mongolia and copyright 
laws ; while the Provincial Assem- 
blies had sent up a varied list of 
subjects for its consideration. The 
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scope of its deliberations prevents 
the whole House from discussing, 
as it were in committee, each 
matier referred to it for decision, 
and to fucilitate procedure the 
Assembly is divided into a number 
of committees charged with the 
work of preliminary discussion and 
preparation of draft measures or 
motions for the consideration of 
the full House. The bnsiness of 
appointing these committees was 
postponed one day to enable the 
Assembly to refer to a special com- 
mittee the urgent case of the 
Kuangsi_ Provincial Assembly, 
which had banded in its resignation 
m bloc as a protest against the 
Governor's action in extending the 
period fixed for the prohitition of 
poppy growing. After deliberating 
upon the matter the committee re- 
ported thatthe Governor of Kuangsi 
had acted “ contrary to law” and 
had encroached upon the powers of 
the Provincial Assembly. The 
National Assembly endorsed this 
decision and resolved that the 
matter should be referred to the 
Throne with its recommendation. 
In view of the novelty of the cir 
cumstances it is easy to understand 
that the President of the Assem- 
bly was snxious that the House 
should reconsider its decision or at, 
least delay in taking fi 
But the members 
their rights and within two days 
an Edict was issued warning the 
Governor of Kuangsi that he mast 
not offend and the Provincial 
Assembly that it should resume its 
labours. Thus constitutionalismn 
has secured a significant triampb, 
and the success is likely-to inspire 
the National Assembly with no 
little confidence in its own powers, 

The first problem tbat the 
National Assembly has been called 
upon to deal with illustrates at once 
ite limitations and the lines on 
which an attempt will probably be 
made to develop the constitutional 
idea in China. According to the 
Imperial conception the objects for 
which the Assembly has been 
instituted are to obtain a reliable 
expression of opinion from tbe 
country on such subjects as the 
Throne considers it fit that the 
country should be consulted, and to 
educate representatives of the peo- 
ple for a parliamentary régime. 
Thus whether a question is sub- 
mitted to the House by the Govern- 
ment or by the people at large or 
particular Provincial Assembly, the 
members have no right of final 
arbitrament. They can only make 
recommendations to the ‘Throne, 
which still retains in its own hands 
executive, legislative and judicial 
power. Between the resolution of

power. The subjects that come 
within the scope of its deliberations, 
in addition to Provincial disagree- 
ments and special memorials, are 
specified under the four headings, 
National Income, National Expen- 
ditare, Methods of Taxation and 
Pablic Debte, new Codes of Law 
and Amendments.

TELEGRAM RATES, 
October 12. 

‘Tue general linking-up of 
tant parts of the world and scienti 
fic development have provoked a 
demand for accelerated intercom- 
munication and that at reasonable 
cost. The eleciric telegraph nd 
electric cable have to a consider- 
able extent annihilated time and 
space, but the cost of exchanging 
messages between persons in differ- 
ent parts of the world has hitherto 
bees probibitive, so far as tho 
domestic affuirs ‘of the average 
citizen ure concerned. Mach bas 
been heard of the question of cheap- 
ening cable rates and, although. 
some reductions have been effected 
in certain directions, there is a 
general fecling that the time has 
arrived when a liberal revision of 
rates should be made, This is 
purticalarly the case in Shangbai, 
where the rate is $2.55 por word 
ite messages to London, 
















er 
years. Last year at the Imperial 
Press Conference the question of 
cablo rates as affecting Press 
messages was given serious con- 
sideration and the offect of the 
action of the Conference was im- 
mediately apparent. The Pacific 
Cable Board was the lever used to 
obtain cheaper rates throughout 
the greater part of the British 
Empire, this body having spon- 
taneously offered to reduce its 
charges so as to bring the rate to 
Australia viii the Pacific cable to 
ninepence a word, subject to the 
co-operation and agreement of the 
Commonwealth Government, which 
was readily accorded This induced 
the Eastern Telegraph Company to 
fall into line, und eventually a 
twenty-five per cent reduction on 
Press messages to the East as well 
us to Australia, was announced. As 
a corollary to this concession it has 
been authoritatively stated that if 
there were any guarantee of a 
larger amount of telegraphic com- 
munication for Press purposes, there 
would be a further reduction for 
the Far East immediately. If this 
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be brought about, newspapers in 
China and Japan’ will be able to 
furnish their readers with more 
telegraphic information than is ut 
present possible. Meanwhile the 
general public will benefit in the 
near fature by the concession that 
has been made already. Represen- 
tations will be made to {the proper 
authorities by the Institute of Jour- 
nalists, which recently considered 
the question of cable rutes at its An- 
nual Conference in England, and it 
is hoped that theBritish and Colonial 
Governments will take steps to 
bring into effect more satisfactory 
arrangements. Imperial solidari 
is bound to be fostered and intensi- 
fied by the existence of cheap 
means of telegraphic communication 
within the King’s Dominions, and 
this point should induce the Govern- 
ment to consider what steps are pos- 
sible, in view of the fact thut it 
has certain contract obligutions to a 
cable company, to muke the oversea, 
telegram « ‘servant of the majority 
without injary to the owners. 

But while Shanghai would not 
Jireotly benefit by an arrangement 
for reduced cable rates between the 
British Dominions, yet it would 
profit indirectly, inasmuch us the 
cost of transmission to India and 
Hongkong would be reduced. The 
question,:therefore, for the business 
map, a8 well as the newspaper 
proprietor, is: How can a sub- 
stantial reduction in rates be 
obtained ? When the cubles linking 
up the British Empire were first 
nid, the charge per word to 
‘Australia was ten shillings, and 
while it is now three shillings per 
word, communication at this rate 
is very restricted. Mr. J. Hon- 
niker Heaton, M. 1, who is well- 
known for his ‘pioneer work 
in regard to cheap postal and 
telegraphic rates, hopes to see 
communication with the outposts of 
the British Empire as cheap as it 
is to-day with Irelund. Speaking 
at the Conference of the Institute 
of Journalists he asserted that the 
solution of the problem lay in the 
buying up of the vested interests. 
which have proved such 2 difficulty 
in the way of reduced rates, by the 
various Governments. He pointed 
out that the people of England now 
pay four to five millions sterling 
annually for cable communication, 
yet the charges are 80 high that it 
is only one in a hundred oversea 
telegrams tbat is a social or family 
messige. If the various (iovern- 
ments determined to put an 
immediate end to all cable 
monopolies, the large sums they 
spend annually for official cable 
messages would go far towards 
paying the interest on the purchase 
price, of the cables, while there 








would bea great increuse in the 
truffic at reduced prices. 

TE current reports are correct, the 
high cable charges at present in 
force make it necessary to maintain 
cables that are infreyuently used 
by the public. It is stated that 
the carrying capacity of the 
cables from England to America 
is twelve times greater than the 
present work demands—Mr. Hen- 
niker Heaton declares that while the 
carrying capacity of the cables to 
America is three hundred million 
words, Great Britain only sends 
twenty-one million and in spite of 
this, every effort to reduce rates has 
been met by strong opposition on 
the part of the movopolists. 
sides the probibitive rates ut present 
subsisting, the incongruity in the 
various telegraph charges calls for 
comment. Kor exumple, a telegram 
sent from St. Petersburg to Vladi- 
vostok, a distance of over six thou- 
sand miles, costs 2d per word 
with fifteen kopecks as an ad- 
ditional charge per telegram of 
apy number of words; the rate 
from England to India is two 
shillings a word. One can tele- 
graph all round the coust of Aus- 
tralia for a distance of 7,500 miles’ 
at sixteen words for a shilling : 
while for a message balf the distance, 
from England to India by land, two 
shillings a word is churged. 
course the amount of work involved 
in transmission has to be taken into 
consideration, but one of the first 
reforms should be the establishment 
of more uniform rates. An arga- 
ment that has been advanced by the 
cable companies in support of pre- 
sent charges is that merchants have: 
so built up codes that they are able: 
to send messages even from Eng- 
land to Australia, ut the rate of one 
penny a word. But this does not 
show why the majority of people, 
who cannot urrange codes, should 
be deburred from telegraphic com- 
munication. London and New 
York newspapers have used the 
wireless system when practicable, 
bat the difficulties in the matter of 
land lines and the fact that the’ 
system is not sufficiently certain for 
Press messages so militates against 
its utility that cable communication 
has to be relied upon. What all

MOVING PICTURES 


AND MORALS,

are of recent origin, and that ‘it 
was Mr. Thomas A. Edison who 
invented this form of spectacular 
entertainment.

weard Muybridge, who was born 
in 1830 and died in 1904, invented 


what he called the zoopraxiscope, 
and the first exhibition was given 
in 1879. The birth of the moving 
picture in its crudest form, how- 
dates back to 1872. Mr. 
iybridge, who, by the way, was 
an Englishman, was in California 
that year and as a result of a bet 
he took a succession of photographs 
to ascertain if, in trotting, ali four 
legs of a horse were ever simul- 
‘The 
results were exhibited with tho ai 
of a lantern and u zoetrope. Even 
in that primitive form the alert 
Americans recognized the possibi- 
lities, and the University of Penn- 
sylvania created a“ chuir” for Mr. 
Muybridga, and assisted bim to 
make great progress towards the 
perfection of his invention. A 
multiplicity of cameras eloctroally 
connected was the method by whi 
Mr. Maybridge secured an accurate 
representation of the movements of 
an animal, and by means of the 
zoopraxiscope he was able to repro~ 
duce it upon a screen. Apparently 
the invention was confined at first 
to the reproduction of the move- 
ments of animule, as the name of 
Mr. Maybridge’s invention suggests, 
but its value in other directions 
was quickly realized nad with the 
acceleration of the movement of 
photographic shutters there was 
opened « new vista of possibilities. 
The genius of Mr. Edison trans- 
formed whut was little better 
than toy into an instrument of 
instruction, amusement and morality 
to the influence of which can be set 
no bounds. F 
The improvements made in 
kinematograph apparatus, eve? 
within the lust five years, havo bee” 
notable. A visit to a movidg 
are display was wont 
fal pleasure, as the 
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dhat resulted from tho speed wi 
which cach successive pholograph 
had to follow its predecessor was 
severe trinl to the eyes. Moreover 
the scenes chosen for reprodaction 
were almost invariably crude, and 
the tragedy or comedy represented 
was obvious and coarse. Mechanical 
improvements, however, not only 
Igd to the removal of defects in 
representation, but to « marked 
change for the better in the 
subjects represented. ‘The response 
of the public was immediate. 
Kine tograph halls or theatres 
haveiee n established in every 
civilized portion of the globe, in 
sufficiently populous towns, and 
where population is sparse, trav 

ling “shows” meet the ev 
increasing demand. An impression 
of the popularity achieved by these 
displays can be gained from some 
figures quoted by the “ American 
Review of Reviews.” That publi- 
cation states that in New York 
City, which it describes as the 
moving picture centre of the 
world, there are 250 kinematograph 
“shows,” against only seventy-six 
rogalar’ theatres. Some of the 
latter, moreover, include moving 
ictures in their programmes. Mr. 

‘dison’s royalty, from this source, 
it is interesting to note, is now 
G. $8,000 a week and in 1909 
the total amount collected by those 
engaged in giving moving picture 
displays in America alone, amount- 
‘ed to over fourteen million pounds 
sterling. The leading French com- 
pany, Pathé Frires, employs 
5,000 men ang’ maintains staifs 
thoughout Frapce and in the 
United States, Spain, Russia, 
Italy, Germany, India and Japan. 
From these facts it can be under- 
stood that the » manufacture od 
display of moving pictares is, 
materially considered, one of the 
important developments of the 
contury that is nearing the end of 
its first decade. 

OE infinitely more importance 
than the material is the moral as- 
pect of the development of this new 
instrament of public edification. 
‘Tho popularity of moving pictures 
is due to the fact that they point a 
moral and adorn a tale better thao 
any other known means, except 
perhaps the drama proper ; and this 
one rival appears to be on the point 
of surrender before analliance of the 
moving picture and the kinetoscope. 
‘The lecture, even when accompani- 
ed by lantern slides, has its limita- 
tions as an entertainment. The 
moving pioture, however, can be 
appreciated and understood by 
those to whom the announcement 
of a lecture is a warning rather 
than an attraction, The moral is 
pointed directly, and as the films 

















ran, all can read. This altribule of 
tho kinematograph has apparently 
not found much recognition among 
those who have appointed themselves 
to the task of “ uplifting” China. 
No method within the present ken 
of man offers.such a direct, simple 
and inexpensive, and withal allar- 
ing, means of appealing to the Chin- 
ese. Moral truths, religious traths, 
if thought desirable, could be most’ 
effectively conveyed and the aud- 
ience could at once be interested and 
instracted, if the aid of the kine- 
matograph were requisitioned. In 
America a campaign for the 
adoption of sanitary methods on 
farms by the exhibition of kine- 
matograph “ plays,” fall of haman 
interest, is reported to be meeting 
with conspicuous success. A list 
of the “films that unfold lessons” 
that are now obtainable includes ; 
agriculture, bacteriology. biology, 
entomology, ehnolgy, geography, 
history, pathology and railroad 
construction, and this by no means 
exhausts the subjects that even at 
this stage can be communicated by 
this pleasant method. There is no 
royal road. to knowledge, bat 
improvements in the roadway and 
in the vehicle employed may pro- 
perly be utilized to the fullest 
extent, The moral effect of seeing, 
ona shuddering screen, Mr. Lloyd 
George introducing » Budget tbut 
begins to cripple his political 
opponents from the moment of its 
introduction, would be full of useful 
instraction for a futare Chinese 
Chancellor of the Excheyuer, and 
ho could, moreover, watch it with 
that sentiment, not altogether of 
displeasure, with which we regard 
the misfortunes even of oar best 
friends. ‘The local kinematograph 
displays, which, it may be assumed, 
seek rather to amuse than instract, 
are visited by enormous numbers 
of Chinese, Similar success would 











undoubtedly attend an effort to};

NATIVE BANK 
CRISIS. 
. October 11. 

There were persistent | rumoare 
throughout the Settlement on Mondsy 
that three or more native banks bad 
failed, ‘This report will probably be 
found to be exaggerated, thongh it 
seems certain that at least three 
banks are temporarily ins critical 
situation, The crisis is said to have 
arisen on Saturday evening in connexion 
with the Yuan Feng-yon Exchange 
Bank, which was opened by « merchant 
named Yen Tza-chun about thirty 
‘ago and bas number of branches 
throughout the country. About 9 p.m. 
‘on Satardsy it was reported that this

back bad no funds to meet a bevk 
order for Tls. 75,000, issacd by the 
Yuen Chi Bank, which is affiliated 
with it, and has been in existence for 
about the same period. The Yuen Chi 
Bank attempted to discount this order 
at the Yuan Feng Bank, and the latter 
had not sufficient ready cash at 
Various native banks at port, 
on bearing this news, presented drafts 
in their possession to both of the 
banks in question, in order to draw 
pon them, This resulted in drafts to 
the amount of over Tis.

The following farther account of the 
action of the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce in regard to preserving the 
stability of the money market is taken 
from a native paper :

THE HAN RIVER 
IN FLOOD. 


From a Corresponitent. 
Shsyang, September 26. 

The river Hao, from which Hankow 
takes its name, is fast earning for itself 
‘an nnenviable repntation for carrying 
devastation and sorrow in its train. To 
add to the catastrophe of two years ago. 
when Hankow wos nearly swept clean 
of its boating popnlation by a freshet, 
ing the banks of the Yangtze 
for miles with wreckage, a flood 
last year, canted by « broken embank- 
ment, brought destruction to bundreds 
oof homes in four counties and drove those 
ho escaped with their lives to avoid 
narration by th pitifalstroggl ofthe 
life of begging refogees. 

“hie fer ‘there have been the asual 
incidents of many an acre of ungathered 
harvest absorbed by the cnrrent sod 
many houses undermined ia the same 

‘At Mehmantzai—eighty miles 
ly hal the arent 
bas disappeared, aud there» brea 
in tho embankment bas flooded the 
country for miles. But the greatest 
catastrophe has befallen the neighboar- 
hood of Shayang, abont 140 miles 
higher up the river. There the land 
all round lies considerably lower than 
the river bed, and the water 
to its course by huge embankments. 
At this particaler spot where the river 
bendaalmost at right angles the chief offi- 
cial of the country—Ching Men-chon— 















































ad this yoar made a now embankwont 
some half-a-mile long behind the one 
which bad shown signs of wear at the 
top for some time. The extra cost and 
tronble were vain, On Saturday, 
September 17, the river rose rapidly, 
(in places quite twenty feet) rushed the 
weak spot in the old embankment and 
swept away the new ones. Now, ten 
days after, thousands of gallons of water 
pouriog every minute into the sur- 
rounding country, flooding it for scores 
of wiles and cerrying destraction in its 
train, What was a flourishing country- 
side, scattered over with villages, is now 
‘an inland sea, Tree tops alone mark 
the site of the former homesteads. The 
inhabitants near, caught io the torrent 
before dawn on Sunday morning, were 
swept away by the onrash of the water 

















Handreds have perished, for the flood 
water has covered nearly four counti 
and those who have escaped with their 
lives have no homes, no land, no pros- 
pect, and famine is staring them ia the 
face. There is not mach hope of re- 
deeming the land either, anless machi 
pamps can be set to work, for to-day s 
stretch of water a handred yards 
it g in from the ind making 
torrent, at once magnificent and 
terrible to bebold. 

Jast now the noise of the 
qnarter of a mile away sonnde like the 
roar of the sea in a storm as it rasbes 
‘on the sea-shore. When the river sub- 
sides after the summer the embank- 
ment will no doabt be repaired by the 
local official and the Emperor will 
graciously remit the land tax, but that 
vast sea of water will nearly all remain, 
and thousands will be scekiog the 
mberewithal to keep away the cravings 
of hunger. Last year at Anla scores 
of refagees from the other flood, mach 
lower down, came to the mission sta!ions 
for help, and no donbt this year the 
1 be considerably iocressed 
‘an be done for them except 
to take the sick into the bospitals snd 
to prevent the children from starving.

‘The wheat, 
bean and millet harvest has been a 
pretty good one, but most of the cotton 
is still unripe and will probably be use- 
less. Should there be another freehet 
of any height this year (as is usnal) the 
consequences will be far-reaching and 
canss widespread distress as far as tho 
waters reach, The inbabitants are not 
very hopefal and one may steal on them 
uoannonnoed any time during the next 
two months, for whatever steps may be 
taken to prevent farther rain, will, they 
Know too well, not be began in « 


urry. 

Amidst it all, however, the opinion is 
verywhere expressed that this second 
disaster canpot be compared with the 
first. There, the blow was struck without 
warning and unexpected bebind the 
cover of twoembankments, It was before 
awa and everybody was asleep. The

inside and for ten days after the breach 
was made, the water was noueually high,

All is quiet. Those most concerned

to the king of the British 
and Chinese sections of the line 
some time next year, giving throvgh 
traffic between Kowloon aod Canton, 
“Then,” be said, “will be the time to 
dwell on the benefits which this line 
will bring t> us by linking our colony 
to the neighbonring province of Kuang- 
tong and by forming a part of the 
gigantic railrosd which we hope will 
then extend without » break from 
Kowloon to Cr _ 

‘The British section of this line is 
twenty-two anda hislf miles in length, 
and the Chinese section now under 
constraction under the superintendence 
of Mr, Frank Grove, will be cighty-nine 
‘and a half miles, giving » total length 
of 112 milea from Kowloon to Canton. 
The cost of the British section has bees 
io the neighbarhood of $12,000,000, 
and in bis speech at the opening 
ceremony Mr. K. 8, Lindsey, the 
resent chief engineer and general 
ager (lent by the Indian railway 
administration) explained that the cost, 
having regard to the heavy oatare of 
the work, compares favourably with 
similar ondertakings elsewhere. It may 
be added that the British section bas 
beon designed with a viow to serving 
in course of tim he terminal station 
of the great arterisl railway which 
will extend from lankow to the 
soathern metropolis of Chiva, thence 
by the Canton-Kowloon Railway to the 
great seaport which bas been made by 
British enterprise in little more than 
half a century the great distribatiog 
centre of the foreign trade of South 
China,

TOBACCO AND TAXATION, 

Some interesting sidelights on taxa- 
tion and-buman nature may be derived 
from the efforts of the French Govern- 
ment to derive additional revenue from 
tobacco, When the scale of new dutien 
‘on the various kinds of cigars, cigarettes, 
snoif and tobsooo—which ure a State 
monopoly in France—was drawn ap, it 
was decided to proceed on what were 
considered parely democratic lines, and 
the Finacce Minister somewhat in- 
genuously imagined that his object 
ould be attained by levying toll on the 
better kinds of tobacco and leaving the 
cheaper alone, He estimated the profit 
st £60,000 a month, The first month 
certainly showed a difference of, 
£80,000, but it was on the wroog side 
of the account. In the second month 
there was again « large deficit, of about 
£35,000, and the third will be about 
£12,000 to the bad. A loss wan of 
course expected at first, bat the anthori- 
ties certainly not prepared for 
such heavy one, or to see 
continue for so long. Ex- 
perience shows that the French public, 
which is nothing if not economical, 
refases to pay more than it has been 
‘accustomed to pay for its tobacco, and 
bas responded to the increased taxation 
by falling back on inferior qualities.

Also the pamphlet 
is intended as a token of the gratitade 
of the Observatory authorities to those 
who supply them with the material to 
make their reports. Six storms are 
described and, notwithstanding the very 
modest claim made by the Observatory, 
all the essential data seem to hav 
been collected, and the pamphlet should 
he of great service to those for whom 
it has been prepared.

JAPANESE INFLUX TO

‘A Seoul correspondent to a Japanese 
paper says that 600 to 900 Japanese 
reach Seoul daily of whom about one 
hundred remain io Seoul. Thus the 
Japanese in Seoul alone are increasing 
at the rate of 3,000 monthly. The Ja- 
panese are also increasiog in other parte 
of Korea, ‘The annexation also appears 
to have eoconraged the introduction of 
capital from Jspan proper, thoogh it 
was previosly rather timid. ' This testi- 
fies to the safety now assared for life 
and property ia Korea. Plans have 
been projected for Japano-Korean joint 
enterprises. Such ambitions may not 
be realized at present, owing to the 
inferiority of the Koreans in knowledge 
and wealtb, but that such plans are 
made cannot but be gratifying.
